One of the ancient golden max- 
ims, ‘‘Know thy Place,’”’ usually ap- 
plied to children and servants, seems 
equally suited to the modern horse 
For eleven years, the Ox 
Ridge Hunt Club in Darien has been 
holding a one-day affair, and never 
has it allowed or forced to be 
anything but a nice little show.

This last week the Meadow Brook 
Hounds were scheduled to meet Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday, Friday 
and Saturday and I have one horse. 

Monday December 30 

The meet was at Johnny Schiff’s 
stables and a field of 42 bent on 
sport turned up. Harrys Senior and 
Junior were working and Harvey 
skiing, thus placing the _ responsi- 
bility on my one horse, and at the 
second fence he got rid of it and 
placed three of his four feet on it. 
It was uncomfortable and evidently 
looked so much so that, one of our 
more sensitive members turned at 
once for home. This was an error, 
as immediately thereafter hounds 
with the help of crows jumped a fox 
in the Columbia woods, ran like 
smoke to the west and marked their 
fox to ground east of Sir Ashley's 

Two minutes later they picked up 
another and hunted him fast across 
Sir Ashley’s farm only to lose him 
close to the Cold Spring Harbor 
Syosset Road where two gunners 
stood looking as innocent as cherubs 

later, after drawing three coverts 
blank, hounds found a leash in the 
Squire’s woods but could not hunt 
them. 


Tuesday December 31 

Tuesday dawned, after what the 
medicos would describe as a_ rest- 
less night, but the sight which greet- 
ed my eyes on arriving at Mrs. Guy 
Cary’s was worth all the effort re- 
quired to rise, dress and reach the 
meet. Imagine a field of 44 people 
under 16 on their, ponies grouped 
about hounds and the waiting hunt 
staff. The total number out that day 
was 62, for many of the young were 
still of an age and size requiring a 
lead line. The children lined up and 
drew lots. The results being Pris- 
cilla Howe, Master; Sarene Hickox, 
age 6, Honorary Hunt Secretary; 
Katherine James, Huntsman; Elea- 
nor Seggermann, 1st Whipper-in and 
Tommy Thomas (Roberta and Fred's 
son) 2nd Whipper-in. The 6-year- 
old Hunt Secretary very graciously 
consented to count the field as they 
filed past us, while I checked the 
printed list. The last one gone, we 
mounted and followed hard after. 
“How many in the field today Hunt 
Secretary?’’ I asked, as we galloped 
along “Oh” said she, ‘‘hundreds’’ 
“How many hundreds?” ‘Hundreds 
and ten” she answered. 

That nary a fox was to be found 
worried only the few children who 
are Junior Subscribers and hunt 
regularly, the remaining ninety per- 
cent hopped over the small jumps 
in the woodland paths, scampered 
across the open fields and chattered 
as happily as a flock of blackbirds. 


Mrs. Cary gave the small fry a hunt 
breakfast and foxhunting was voted 
the best of all sports 

New Year’s Day. 

On New Year’s day we met as is 
our custom at Charlie Hickox’s. The 
field numbered 80 and Allison hun- 
ted the bitch pack, 
strong. Scent was poor and though

five foxes were started and hounds 
hunted with persistence, they were 
unable to account for any of them. 
The best run was the twenty minute

raw day, the children’s meet sche- 
duled was postponed to Saturday 
This decision was not one made 
lightly. Folk responsible for many 
children were consulted and_ this 
was one of the answers received: 
“Sure and you know yourself Madam 
it’s a grand hunting day. Haven't 
they beeh on the telephone all night 
First it snowed and they call up 
and say, ‘Will the snow stop us John- 
ny?’—then it rains and they eall 
up and say, ‘Will the rain stop us 
Johnny?’—-No rest did they give me 
the night long. The going is greezy, 
Mam, soft to fall on but there’d be 
too many falling all at the same 
time and I hope to God you. ain’t 
thinking of taking the children out 
today, Mam.”’

lunch. Little Nancy Underhill, whose 
father is not only one of the leading 
farmers in our-county but one of the 
few true foxhunting men, drew the 
Mastership. Aubrey Hutcheson, Jr., 
that of Huntsman, the Whippers-in 
were Lucetta Crisp and Alice Bab- 
cock, and the Honorary Hunt Secre- 
tary, young Francis Gibbs. These 
five, all under 14, were well mount- 
ed and capable of crossing any coun 
try, so that we had no undue anxie- 
ties as Allison and Aubrey cast 
hounds in the Underhill woods. 

We drew these and Chadwick's 
blank and as Allison brought hounds 
out of the southern Winthrop woods 
to cross the open and draw the small 
swamp covert to the east, I drew 
rein to check the adult field as they 
emerged from the woods. At number 
37, a cry from the swamps smote 


the air and a second later I saw some

Hunt. The fat ponies were stretched 
out as flat as pancakes and the 
riders were lacing them fore and aft 
with exuberant abandon. It was a 
wondrous sight. 

The fox, had he had any notion 
of making a break to the west, 
changed his mind and fled east, 
crossing the Jericho—east Norwich 
road and running hard to Chad- 
wicks’ where unfortunately he went 
to ground. That is unfortunately for 
everyone but the ponies who were 
panting like grampusses. The Junior 
Huntsman very properly dismount- 
ed and cheered hounds while the 
giggles this produced among the 
little girls was quelled by a murder- 
ous look from their mentor, Johnny. 

We then drew back towards the 
kennels and reaching these, said 
farewell to the children, exchanged 
the bitch pack for the dog pack, 


mounted our second horses and start- 
ed northwards towards the Squire’s. 

The view halloa from the Steb- 
bins Hill brought hounds on the run, 
but the temperature was dropping 
so fast, that scent would not hold 
and hounds lost a quarter of a mile 
to the south in the Frank Polk 
woods. 

In the Seuff swamp (it was a 
swamp day) hounds found, trailed 
west to Birmingham’s, south to 
Suarez’s, east to the Seuff dairy 
barns and lost on the Jericho—East 
Norwich road. 

The rib was aching and Herbert 
made it feel no better in describing 
graphically the unnecessary and 
bloody demise of an acquaintance, 
continuing to hunt with a fractured 
rib, jarred it apart and had it pierce 
his lungs. You have no conception 
how rapidly the ache increased in 
intensity. I went home; later was 
told that scent did not improve and, 
though found, 
hounds had no luck and so ended one 
of the huntingest weeks ever known 
at Meadow Brook.—Betty Babcock.

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Editorials 


SPORT IN BOOKS 





The first of the year is such a time of record making, counting, averaging 
and generally summing up that it is well for a minute to pause amid all of 
the figures that are scattered about us like shells that have been cast upon 
the sand and think of them and their significance. Records of themselves 
are rather boring reading. Long lists of figures and statistics would drive 
the average reader mad, but it is from the compilation of these figures that 
the final summing up in years gone by is made, the great books written, and 
the essence of the times derived. We must be patient with figures. They 
have their place and records for those with the patience to do the delving 
and spading are invaluable. 

No records are more important to a sportsman than those of the annals of 
sport. The programs of races, horse shows and the like have a way of dis- 
appearing almost before the last horse is home in his box. Then without 
records, the sport is gone, the hours of pleasure floating away like some 
ethereal dream. The memory is there, but the facts, the vein of the story, 
have disappeared. For a race of men who have been brought up and whose 
earliest ancestors were brought up in the open, shooting, fishing, hunting, 
Americans are tragically lacking in stories of their sports. When compared 
with the hundreds of great sporting books that have been published in 
England the American list is indeed brief. That great collector and author 
of Early American Sporting Books, Ernest R. Gee of New York writes in 
“The Sportsman's Library’ that between 1783 when the first American 
sporting book was published until 1844 the termination date of the Turf 
Register, the entire field of sport was covered with but 20 sporting books 
and magazines. From that time until 1927 practically nothing was done 
to capture the sport of the times in permanent form until the Derrydale 
Press commenced to devote itself to sporting books and is still today the 
only publishing house devoted exclusively to sport. The works published 
by Eugene Connett of the Derrydale Press are known to every sportsman. 
The quality of each volume makes it outstanding in every library. The im- 
portant thing, however, is the comparatively few good books that have come 
out on sport in this country in comparison to England for it is from books 
that traditions of sport must be preserved. 

The lack of sporting literature in this country is one of the reasons why 
England is so far ahead of America in its traditions of sport. When one 
considers that foxhunting in America started almost as soon as it did in 
England and yet the sport in this country is known and understood by a 
mere handful, whereas in England every man and woman and child who 
lives in the country understands the significance of a huntsman’s horn and 
is an enthusiastic sportsman even though he may never have had the privi- 
lege of riding behind hounds. The knowledge is there, but in this country 
the knowledge is lacking, and where there is lack of knowledge there is al- 
ways lack of sympathy. 

Steadily as the yearly records are compiled, more ammunition is being 
prepared for the books of the future and as these books appear, one can 
rest assured that in their permanence, some knowledge of sport will be im- 
parted some day to men and women who will understand sport the more 
from their perusal. It is for this reason that sportsmen should welcome 


the work Eugene Connett is doing for sport. 


His prize piece of publishing 


this year is J. Blan Van Urk’s Story of American Foxhunting. It is beautifully 
done and within its scarJet covers lie more facts on early days of American 
foxhunting than have ever been compiled before.--This book and many more 
like it will gradually bring to America a truer and better understanding of 
what sport has meant to this country and what it still can mean in the years 
to come. The more sporting books there are in this country, the more ém- 
bryo sportsmen will be found whose enthusiasm, kindled by glowing pages, 
will carry on traditions year after year.

Gentlemen: 

Your Chronicle, as you can imag- 
ine, is read from top to bottom and 
very seldom do you print anything 
that I can take exception to, as my 
knowledge on the finer points of the 
horses is none too great. 

Now, however, you have written 
something that I do take issue with. 
Your editorial of Jan 3, 1941, says, 
quote: And yet our aeroplane factor- 
ies are halted, filled with red tape, 
etc., etc.’’ 

Last August I left the bank to go 
with the Curtiss Aeroplane Division 
of Curtiss Wright. To be brief, I 
wouldn’t miss this experience for 
anything. Never have I felt such 
vitality in an organization that is 
bent on one purpose, Production. 
Eight planes per day is certainly not 
what one would call halted. 

Red tape? Yes! If one lost one’s 
sense of humor. Paper in all large 
industries is essential and when 
government bureaus become engag- 
ed it automatically becomes greater. 
However, if there is a great deal of 
such work it doesn’t mean it cannot 
be overcome. 

From what I can see the Defense 
Program would end up in one ter- 
rible mess if it wasn’t controlled 
through paper work and that natural- 
ly entails a certain amount of red 
tape. 

This emergency is not one that the 
plane manufacturers can solve, it’s 
one the people will have to solve 
and the quicker they realize that 
this is not a phoney emergency the 
less of a shock will have to be born. 

As a nation of “wishful thinkers” 
there is no one like us. Cannot we 
take a lesson from our friends 
abroad who were cursed by the di- 
sease. 

That’s the real trouble, not the 
plane manufacturers.

Hounds maintain two packs—a pack 
of foxhounds and a pack of drag

hounds. During September, October 


and November, both packs go out— 


in fact drag hounds open the season, 
during the third week in August, 
for the law does not allow the fox 
to be hunted until September. 


The drag pack is composed of 
both American hounds, some of 
whom were purchased in Virginia 
and hounds that are classified as 
cross-bred, although they are al- 
most pure American. Usually about 
10 couple are run, the line being 
laid so as to imitate as nearly as 
possible the real thing. 


Primarily, of course, this pack is 
maintained so that the hard-work- 
ing banker and broker can have two 
mornings with hounds in each week, 
a good quick run on Wednesday or 
Thursday morning and a day with 
fxhounds on Saturday. 


During a period of time, many ex- 
cellent lines have been constructed 
in all parts of the country, to which 
three new ones were added this 
year. As a result, it is possible to 
use all sections of the country and 
thereby the monotony of so many 
drags is avoided. 


This season, the fields that turn- 
ed out were not as large as in other 
years but those that came out had 
the usual good mornings. Hounds 
have an excellent cry; run very 
evenly and pack well. Scenting con- 
ditions were very favorable, and this 
is important as in the early season 
the line is laid the night before. The 
average run was about an hour with 
three checks. 


In addition to the regular fixture, 
a junior drag meets once a week. 
This is composed of scholars from 
the different schools in the com- 
munity who turn out in large num- 
bers and show great enthusiasm. 
The pack turns out—it is a small 
pack usually drafted from the older
